The 
results are equally as poor as the gain antennas.

I picked up a very odd book over the weekend entitled "ABC 
Universal Commercial Electric Telegraphic Code", published by the American 
Code Publishing Co. in 1899. It appears to be a manual for a form of 


telegraphic shorthand used by merchants and shipping agents, similar to 
the Q-codes and numerical codes we still use. There are over 25,000 codes 
in this book, and they were able to use either a number or a word. They 
also had to add additional information if there's a "fill in the blank" 
portion. 


Anyone know the history behind this?

Hi Chris: 


Many commercial codes were developed during the latter half of the 19th and 
early 20th century. These were often published as a book. Such commercial 
codes served two purposes: 


* protect the integrity (security) of financial transactions 
* save on the cost of the telegram. 


The latter was perhaps the most important incentive. Because telegraph 
companies charged by the word, many such commercial codes decreased the cost 
of telecommunications services. For example, the B & O Railroad used to 
publish a book of telegraphic cipher codes for company use. If I recall a 
few examples: 


"Bawl" = "By whom was this authorized." 

"Card" = "Can you locate...." 

"Casting" = "Carefully examined to see if correct number, records show.... 
"Indian" = "Instructions received; will be governed accordingly" 


Well, anyway, enough of that... 


There were also telegraphic shorthands utilized for press service. However 
such "shorthands" did not serve a security purpose. They were developed 
simply to utilize available circuit capacity more efficiently. The most 
successful of such codes was developed by a gentleman named "Walter Phillips’ 
(I seem to recall he was with United Press). The "Phillips Code" was widely 
utilized for the transmission of press stories, baseball play-by-play, and 
market reports. 


We still hear some "Philips Code" shorthand on the air today. Some samples: 


"GG" - "Going" 

Mp <= Sthae 

"Vy" -_ "Vy" 

and so on and so on....LOL. 


Anyway, hope that provides some historical perspective. There's an entire 
history about commercial codes and how the codes evolved as telegraph 
companies modified their rules over time to protect revenue....but I don't 
want to waste "bandwidth" as folks say! hi.

I have a copy of Slater's Telegraphic Code, fourth edition, published in 
England in 1900. Its purpose was "to ensure the secresy in the transmission 
of telegrams." 


The book lists 25000 different words and their 5 digit number equivalents. 
The sender and receiver chose a number to be added to the numbers for the 
words in the message so that the transmitted numbers would be encoded and 
unreadable by business rivals. 


The transmitted message would consist of 5 or 6 digit numbers. Anyone 
intercepting the message would not be able to decipher it without the encoding 
number. For instance, "telegraph" is 22224 according to the book. But if the 
chosen encoding number was 5000, the number sent would be 17224 which is 
"premonish". 


This book does not contain any Q codes or abbreviations

I picked up a very odd book over the weekend entitled "ABC 
Universal Commercial Electric Telegraphic Code", published by the American 
Code Publishing Co. in 1899. It appears to be a manual for a form of 
telegraphic shorthand used by merchants and shipping agents, similar to 
the Q-codes and numerical codes we still use. There are over 25,000 codes 
in this book, and they were able to use either a number or a word. They 
also had to add additional information if there's a "fill in the blank" 
portion.

As a study item, I have added to the "modeling" section of the web site 
some notes on a 3-30 MHz LPDA with high Tau and Sigma values--a. for the 
fun of it, and b. as a reference or baseline for the 2-part QEX series on 
shorter 80-10 meter LPDAs design. Unless you have a 1250-1300 foot 
turntable, the antenna is not for construction, but it does show what an 
LPDA can do when all of the physical constraints are removed. Since the 
models use up to 2300+ segments, I figured most folks would not get around 
to modeling a 3.5 octave version. Hope something in the notes may be 
useful--or simply curious. 


Incidentally, although I do not usually announce them, I do add my antenna 
modeling column monthly, my latest "Antennas from the Ground Up" column 
every other month, and the latest "An-Ten-Ten-nas" each quarter--in case 
anything in any of those items might be useful to someone.

The FCC will never eliminate all testing for amateur licenses. First of 
all, the US and other nations subscribe to standards set up by the IARU 
which require a CW test for HF licensed operation, in addition to a written 
test. That is the primary reason that the CW requirement for an HF license 
was not dropped. As far as I know, there is no speed requirement 
stipulated by the IARU. 


Rules and regulations are implemented for amateur radio just as they are 
for driving an automobile. Protection of other services sharing the 
airways are a primary concern just as the safety of other drivers on our 
highways is a concern in operating an automobile. Would you want an 
operator who has never taken a test,and doesn't even know the proper 
operation of an amateur transmitter, causing interference to commercial 
aircraft communications or publice safety communications? You can bet the 
farm that would happen if licensing of amateur radio equipment was dropped. 
Look at the mess on 27MHz to see the example of unlicensed operation. Also 
check to see how easy some VHF FM transceivers can be modified to transmit 
outside of the amateur bands. 


Yes Linda, you are right. The tests do indeed keep some people out of 
amateur radio. I for one do not want individuals in amateur radio who do 
not wish to be tested on the proper operation of a transmitter and the 
rules and regulations regarding such operation any more than I want 


unlicensed automobile drivers on the highways.

You have some good questions. One of the best resources for overseas 
operating permits is the ARRL web site at: 


http: //www.arrl.org/field/regulations/io/recip-country.html 


Also, do a web search and locate the web site of the amateur 
organization or 

the licensing authority in the country of interest. Many foreign 
amateur 

organizations are like the ARRL and post the information regarding 
licensing of visitors for short duration. 


Since last June when the USA approved the CEPT licensing agreement, 
operating in most European countries is extremely easy. Read the ARRL 
pages regarding CEPT licensing information. No formal licensing 
procedure 

is required. Basically all you need to take along is your original (not 
a copy) 

of your USA license and a copy of the CEPT document which is available 
on the ARRL site. 


For some Central and South American counties, there is an International 
Amateur Radio Permit (IARP) available which sounds easy to get. Again, 
the ARRL has all the info on this. 


Licensing in non-CEPT or non-IARP countries is more difficult and varies 


greatly by country. Most overseas licenses require prior application 
which 

usually requires at least two months to process. Some require forms to 
be 

filled out, others can be done with a letter. Make your application as 
early 

as possible. 


Also, many administrations require payment of an application / licensing 
fee 

which must be paid by check in the foreign currency (not US Dollars) 
drawn 

on a bank in the foreign country. Most US banks can arrange this 
service, 

but with a currency conversion and a service fee. The process of 
obtaining 


the foreign currency check may also take your local bank a few days to 
process. 


I have taken a NorCal 40A (40 meter) to Europe and had a lot of fun, 
although 

there was the normal problem getting an antenna to work from the hotel 
room. 

My next trip (to VK and ZL) will be with a NorCal 20 (20 meters) which 
is 

probably a better choice of band for QRP portable operating. 


As for 2 meter operating, the European 2 meter band is 144 to 146 MHz. 
Watch your band edges! British repeaters usually require a 1750 Hz 
burst tone 

to initially bring up the machine. 


I an not aware of any quiet zone restrictions, although each county may 
impose 

specific restrictions. Great Britain did not permit shipboard operating 
for example. 


No special license is needed for Canada, just take your rig and enjoy!

Put 
a small dab of solder on both pads, some flux, then put the part on the 
pads. With the iron, apply it to one pad and watch it heat the entire 
part. Both ends should solder right down, but be careful, it happens 
VERY fast. IF you keep the iron on too long, the CAP will crack and 
you'll have to start over. Luckily, they are very easy to remove.

Hi Ed and all, 


Sorry for the delay in getting this pulled together - I know the thread's 
been dead for over a week =8-) BUT here's my distilled experiences... 


I've tried a number of hotel antenna's over the years. a couple worked 
reasonably well on recieve (the no luck tx was as much operator prob as 
radiation I think...) and two have worked reasonably well both tx/rx. Those 
two and a friends favorite are described. 


'Ground' is only a concept on the 7th floor, let alone the 17th. Hotels 
tend to be very noisy environments with all the hairdryers, entertainment 
Signals, etc. 


Generally speaking, a balanced antenna, and fresh batteries are GOOD things 
in a hotel. Both help reduce the noise. IF I take a wall charger its 
unplugged when operating from the battery - I have not had any luck using a 
wall-wart as a travel power supply. In all cases I've limited myself to 
something that will fix into my roll-on luggage (eg 20' max.length) 


Anti) A friend of mine swears by a large (20m-ish) 28ga loop. He places it 
on the largest wall, trying to get something close to a 7 x 20 ft 
rectangular loop. He's put it on inner walls to reduce noise from adjacent 
rooms, as well as making it a two turn loop. Tape is the usual method of 
sticking it to the wall. 


Ant2) I've used a variant of the 'Rock Loop' found somewhere out on the net. 
I made a ‘tinker toy’ style frame with 18" dowels, a center hub, and a base 
(the archives have a couple of long posts on this back in '96-'97). The 
loop element was 3 turns / 38" dia / 16 ga wire with loop coupling and high 
quality glass-piston trimmer cap for the tuning. Seemed to work ok, low 
noise, the nulls were usable to minimize nearfield noise (hairdryer in the 
next room...) VERY narrow bandwidth, expect it had mediocre radiation 
performance from 20m up, 40/30m was usable - but I'd guess it was in 

the -8dbi range... 


Ant3) My best hotel antenna is a 65' endfed wire antenna with a 17' 
counterpoise (similar to a W3EDP). I use 28ga blk/red teflon wire with a 
ZM-1 tuner. I lay the 17' counterpoise on the floor in the room, put the 
tuner at the window and suspend the wire out the window. When suspending 
the wire out the window, it is important to get it away from the building. 
When I can't get it to a tree or other support, I have a small collapsable 
6' fishing pole which I can usually tape/clamp at the window and use to 
suspend the wire out from the building.

I gotta add my 2 cents as well. 


My experence with in-the-room antennas has been absymal on any band but 2 
meters. The construction used in most hotels makes it a metal cage from which 
rd does not want to radiate and the number of electical and electronic noise 
sources 

is overwhelming. 


But if I was luck enough to have a window that opened (or in the non-high-rise 
motels a door under which a wire could be run, things were better. 


There have been a couple of instances where there was either a larg metal frame 
openable window or a sliding glass door to a balcony. For these locations a 
Hamstick was reasonably effective. 


Also in places with some sort of outdoor access, a 30 foot or longer wire to a 
nearby 

tree or even other building was good. If I did not have ready access to the 
"other " 

support I simply bought a child's solid rubber ball at a neary bargain store, poke 
the 

wire thru it and gave the ball a heave ho to launch the wire. No insulator 


needed, 

the ball protected whatever else it hit (hopefully not glass) and it had enough 
weight 

to "carry" the wire along. 


For grounding I used a nearby radiator, window frame or whatever. My Emtech 
ZM-2 does a super job of tuneup. 


In one memorable site, a courhouse was about 35 feet across an alley and I was 
about even with its roof up four or five stories. A 50 foot wire was launched to 
the 

courthouse roof (after dark of course!) and the signals literally poured in. Even 
managed to snag a DL on 40 meters from eastern PA. 


On the west coast I used the same trick to heft a wire to a nearby swimming pool 
pump house only 15 feet off the ground and snuck in a few local Q's again on 40. 
I'll fess up some time about how I got the wire across the outdoor hallway along 
the ceiling...

So you know the local radio station on FM.--- and the engineer there is a 
ham, and perhaps a member of your local ham club --- and you're listening 
Saturday on the way to the shopping mall? ---- and the station DJ goes 
bananas and starts broadcasting Mozart on the pop show, non-stop? ---or 
issues death threats or profanities or whatever --- so you call the 
engineer on your 2m handie ---- "Hey Bert, the DJ's gone bananas on your 
station" 


You've violated all sorts of sub sections of the FCC rules?? You've 
transmitted info on the ham band relating to something you heard on the FM 
frequency? 


I repeat, AFAIK, the Portishead Crossband Operation is a fully licensed HAM 
Band operation with full tx and rx facilities in the Ham Bands as outlined 
in the frequency schedules already published, being operated by hams for 
hams with special event calls issued by and approved by the RSGB and SSL, 
the two authorities concerned here in the UK, but also given a 
"dispensation" to tx only on the nominally commercial frequencies listed, 
thus using the aerial systems at their utmost (cut for frequency) 
efficiency. Incidentally, it is a condition of a British ticket that you 
must be able to listen on ANY frequency you can transmit on, so the guys at 
Portishead will be monitoring their tx frequency in case they are causing 
any problems to any other users. I also understand the ops concerned to be 
fully qualified commercial ops who also hold the relevant ham tickets, so 
there's just not a problem with the legality of the station. 


If you still consider this to be a problem, then the phrase " Mountains out 
of molehills" springs to mind. 


Nothing personal guys, if you feel you cannot work the station, then don't. 


I just cannot see it as contravening the FCC regs (of which I have a copy 
BTW)

Not much to it, really-- there is a cheap (6.95 I think) kit from Rainbow 
Electronics called a voice operated switch that will do it. I usually carry 
them but am out of stock (Radioshack.com has them). Ox you can roll your own. 


Take the audio signal and rectify it with a diode (any diode) and use the 
resulting square wave dc to drive the led. You can get fancier, but for this 
app why not just show how simple it is and how inventive we hams are? 

Next level up is to put a cap in series with the input of the diode to smooth 
the signal, then (ultimately) a simple transistor switch driven by the input to 
provide separate and constant power to the led when it is turned on. 


You'll find a circuit diagram at http://www.morsex.com/cm5.htm#hardware . 


When you are developing it, remember that the exams use a much higher character 
speed (e.g. 18 wpm) in the ARRL ones so rise time might be a factor and it 
would probably be safest to use the transistor approach. And you probably 
should ask to "sit in" so you can ride the input level and make sure it works 
all the way through (some of the exam tapes are pretty old and the level might 
vary enough to cause a problem if you just set it on the "practice" material 
and let it go).

Howdy Chris..... that is one of several "Commercial Codes" that were 

in common usage during the days of long telegraph cables and extremely 
slow speed Morse on them. The line losses and distributed capacitance 
made for very weak currents over the circuit, and required sensitive 
galvanometers and reflected light to translate the electrical impulses to 
readable code. So, it made sense to shorten the message to allow 

more to be sent in a given time. 


If you read "Codebreakers", you'll also find how those Commercial 
Codes were used in early espionage efforts by foreign governments 
before WWI..... interesting stuff.
